Doyle said, “Some may 
claim caking the PSC to do 
the study is like putting the 
fox in to watch the chick- 
ens, but it makes sense be- 
cause that commission is 
the only one who can handle 
the complexity of the 
issue,.”’ 

PSC Chairman Robert L. 
Sullivan added: ‘‘Consum- 
ers do not regulate utilities. 
That must be done by us. 
The entire structure. of 
rates is a complex one.
